mint fro m the G ustav line to the 
Hitler defenses as a “diso rderly re­ 
treat " Hard experience teaches us 
no t to bank o n a G erm an debacle 
until we actually see it. 
As things are go ing, the Allied

an excellent curtain raiser fo r the 
majo r o peratio ns to co me in eastern 
and western Euro pe.

COLOR TEST 


W hether or not the 
black 
market 
is 
going to

The black market is a kind of color test to which 
all citizens are exposed. Some react positively, others 
are given a clean bill of health. 
The latter may lack

they appear to those who prefer not to cheat, they at 
least wou ld have the grace not to boast abou t it pu b­ 
licly. No m atter what convenient excu ses they offer— 
and they find no lack of excellent reasons why, from 
their point of view, cheating is excu sable—they m ere­ 
ly give themselves a pu blic character reading 
th at 
classifies them permanently. 
Perhaps if the black m arket were pu blicized for 
what it is—the cheater's m arket—it m ight have fewer 
patrons.

Army 'Separations' 
Now Total 1,163,000 


(By Asaociatad Prraa) 
WASHINGTON, May 20. — The 
W ar departm ent announced today 
th at separations from the Army 
irom Pearl Harbor through M arch 
31 of thu- year totaled 1,163.000. 
The term “separation" Is used by 
the

S eparations ran as high as 90,000 
a m onth the latter part of 1943 
but averaged only 50,000 a m onth 
during the first quarter

The report disclosed that more 
than 34.000 deaths from non-bat­ 
tle causes have 
occurred 
in 
the 
Army during the war period. (To­ 
days 
list 
reported 
58.000 deaths 
from "battle and non-battle” causes; 
a regular Army casualty report cov­ 
ering the period up to M arch 23 re­ 
ported approxim ately 23,000 battle 
deaths 
Prisoners Of war totaled 56,000 
of which 46,000 were enlisted men. 
There were 903.000 honorable dis­ 
charges of which 890.000 were en­ 
listed men The list reported 146,000 
"other separations” of which 144,- 
ooo were listed men.
